IN EIGHT MINUTES.

History of the “ Mary Ann%s" Voyage
from Cooper’s FPoint 1o Vine
Street Wharf, U, 8, A,

COMPREHENSIVE DIARY OF PATRICK O'FIELD
AND HIS FELLOW-LABORERS.

Ever since the intorraption of telegraphic
eommunicution betwern the United States and
Atlantic City, occasioned by the breaking of the
old cable in the Delaware by the anchor of o
Richmond conl barge, the Company have been
indefatigable o their eiforts to renew the con-
nection with the wires on the shore end at
©Oooper’s Point, and more particularly so, In
wiew of the important events now going at At
lantie, including the Grund Hop ut the Surl
House, and the extensive and heavy engagement
of partuers dunug the continuance of the cam-
paign, which one matron, who has three daugh-
ters there, told the Superintendent at that end
of the Jine should be, for the balance of the
season, ‘‘short, sharp, and decisive.” Although
the Atlantic City Telegraph Company had met
with many misfortunes with the deep sea por-
tion of the ouble, gimilar to the one that oc.
curred last week, they still, with unwea-
ried perseverance, determined last Tuesday to
charter the yawl-bout Mary Ann, and again
attempt the laying of the Cable across the
ehannel, this time & little out ol the track of the
Serry-boats Arasapha and Unlon, though on this
eocasion the Arasapha nearly swamped the
joliy-boat that had the cable on board, and
provably would bave done it, had not Mr.
Patrick O'Field, the Buperintendent, with two
others, jumped out of the boat on the bar and
held her until the Arasapha had passed. Too
much praise cannot be awarded tay Mr, O'Field
on (his eccasion for hus presence of mind In the
boat and the absence of his body out of it, for,
a8 it was, the crew lost one of theirsculls, which
Boated off up to Petty’s Island before 4t went
ashore, The Atlantle City Cable Company haye
had difficolties Lo overcome n laying the over-
land route tha! would have deterred a less
enterpnsing or persevering company. The
wires throngh the Absecum swamps and
in the neighborhood eof Vineland, Hame
monton, and other Interior towns, were
Dbroken to the ground by #he frequent
Jdarge and unlawful gathering of the mosquitoes
on them, and by fires in the Jersey plues not
discnminativg between the verdure on the poles
and the trees, The citizens of Absecum vil
lage greatly demurred, ne they had only eold the
Rallrond Company the right of travel up to
high-water mark; and as the road and the town
were but seldom submerged —rarely more than
twice n year—a line ol communication above
1hat mark shounld require a separate charter, In
1868, howoever, the live was fipally bult 1o
Cooper's Point. Beveral climbers tor political
favor offered their services to the company, but
few of them could staud the test wnen brought
to the poles. At Haddonfield, and sl Camden,

town of some size, situsted npear this
end of the route, the workmen were
greatly annoyed by the crows, who,
great numbers, in  the early morning,

would waken the men up by thetr incessant
cawing before their slecp was vpall out, and for
fhis caws many of the workmeun leit. The over-
land route was Gnally completed to the entire
satisfaction of the public, who had no use tor
the line, and all that was wanting was the sub
marine conpection ncross the Delaware channel
%0 the United States,

It becoming known that the Company de
sired this connection, many plans were sub-
miited by experienced parties in such matters.
One gentleman, known as o professional
“‘Catty-racker,” offered the use of the buoys
sttaohed 10 his ‘lay out lne,” provided the
Cempany would keep him in hooks and bait
Another professional in she same line offered to
simk the line by putting his eel-barrels on it,
aad examine it every day as he brought up the
“Barsele Lo get the eels, Mauy other propesitions,

more or lees ingenions, were sibmitted; and
entertained by the Company; But nobd wWere
them ndopted, the chiel reason belng that the
Company was out of tunds, and had no wire on
hand.

At alater time arrangements were made with
Mr. Patrick O'Field, whose place of businoss is
on and off the wharf, with his able and &taunch
yawkboat, the Mary Ann, toloy the deep sen
part, to clear the sand bar sbove Smith's Island,
and to land it at Vine street wharf, at the offiea
of the Company, Mr. 0'Fleld immediately got
his vessel rendy, removed a Jug and scoop from
under the stern seat and put 1t .'Ul'lﬂlrd. took
out the after-thwart and thole-pins, and put a
roller;over the stern ns & kind of paying-out
apparatus, to keep the cable from seratching the
paint off the Mary Ann, 88 he had newly painted
her himeell that spring.

The shore end was shipped on board the Mary
Ann, at Cooper's Point, Init Tuesday, July 31, at
706 A, M. The crew, who conaisted of two, be-
sides Patrick, then pulled steaight for the deep
water at the end of the bar, a8 il wns now low
tide, and two sand slopps were lying on the bar
londIng with sand. It was thought necessary to
avold these men, who might cut the cable with
their spudces, judging from the vigor and force
with which they put their shovels in the sand.

As the Mary Ann got abont hall way across
between the Point and the Bar, the ferry boat
bel enging to the Company, the Arasapha, cames
near swamping the telegraplilc party by the
“Yrollies,”, a8 the Captain termed them. On
regaining their steadiness, which they did by
jumping out of the boat, they discovercd thal
the insulation was lost; In fact, the whole of the
ceable was, snd nothing was leti for the party to
do now but to commence grappling. My, O'Field
immediately rolled up his pantaloons and
sleeves, and commenced teeling around in the
bur for the cable. There was 2834 inches water
in the bar, with a heavy sea running, Tt wns
now 846 A, M., ferry time, real time
016, and but 640 feet rowed, and 678
feet of cable paid ont, when this seo-
aent ocourred.  On recovering the cable,
which was dene without much trouble at 8040
A. M., Mr, O'Field commenced with his picking-
up apparatug, which was very simple, consisting
of one hand and five tingers, while the others
held up his pantaloon legs, and soon had it all
picked up and on the boat, when a new dithi’
culty preseuted itself—the crew being in posses-
glon ot but three onrs, one of them having been
knocked overboard on the passing of the ferry-
boat. After a short trial with what oars they
had left, it was fonnd impracticable to lay the
cable; they could lay it fast enough, but not in
any piarticnlar direction, and sfter o consulta
tion of all on board, it was agreed to buoy the
cable there with the jug (that had been pre-
viously emptied of its contents), and with what
onrs they had, with heavy hearls nnd boots, to
return again to the Poind,

It was now 11°06, and nothing move was done
towards getting a new oar until after dinner, In
the meantime the crew were in great suspense
a8 to the fate of the eable, or rather of the Buoy,
us it was the private property of Mr, 0'Field,
and was intended for quite a different nse that
very atternoon, Dinner being over, the crew
again embarked at 1405 P. M., with another
buoy ol the same description, and another oar.
At 1°15 P. M. they reschad the spot where [they
left the old eable, when their worst fears were
realized, for the Buoy was gone, The cable,
however, was recoverad, and safely colled on
board, while they were standing in 47 inches of
water, the tide rising rapidly at this point, The
crew, somewhint mortified with their misfortune
of the morning, now pulled with a will straight
for the lower slde of Vine strect wharf, The
invidents of the voyage were not given to the
Associated Press, but we were enabled to gather
the most important ones from the private diary
of Mr, O'Fleld, which we succeeded in gelting
ont of his gide coat pocket as he lay asleep in the
Mary Ann, slongside ol the wharl at the Vine
strect forry slip,

PATRIOK O'PI1ELD'S DIARY.

Examined the new Buoy and found it too heuvy,
likely to sink, Got the cable on boara and
lightened the Buoy, and it being near high tide,
started straight for Vine street wharf,

Here the Diary terminates in & very unstendy
hand, evidently trom excessive fricht, The Cap-
tain, apparently, trom whom this important
diary wus got, was asleep; no other person was
in the boat, although there were three paire of
boots lying in the bottom of the boat, and an
cupty whisky jug. It is feared that in a tempo-
rary aberration ol mind they bave wandered off
into the slgn of the “Anchor,” about a half a
square below, But if this Diary is of any use to
you, it is at your gervice, Your contemporaries
